One day, as Jesus entered Caper- 
naum, a centurion approached Him 
A centurion was an officer in charge 
of a century, a company of from fifty 
to one hundred men, the hundredth 
part of a legion. This centurion was a 
Gentile, possibly a proselyte, who had 
built a synagogue for the Jews at 
Capernaum (Luke 7.5). He came to 
Jesus and told Him that his servant, 
‘who was dear to him, lay at home sick 
of the palsy, grievously tormented

Then he illustrated the power 
lof a word from Jesus by his own ex- 
perience: “For I also am a man under 
authority, having under myself sol- 
diers: and I say to this one ‘Go,’ and 
he goeth, and to another ‘Come,’ and | 
he cometh; and to my servant, ‘Do 
this,’ and he doeth it.’ If he, a man 
under authority to others, could say 
to his soldiers, ‘Go,’ and at once they | 
obey, how much more might Jesus, 
under authority to God, say to the 
disease of the servant, “Go,” and it 
would be gone! “Instantly, as_ it 
would seem, so large and true @ con- | 
ception of the world all held together 
in one sublime system of authority 
and obedience, running up to the| 
highest, running down to the least of 
its activities, filled the soul of Jesus 
with delight” (Phillips Brooks).

China Would Welcome 
Envoy From Canada 


Is Impression Gained From Chinese 
Minister To Washington 

The Chinese Government is appar- 
ently willing to consider the exchange 
of diplomatic missions with Canada. 
This impression is gained from Dr. 
C. C. Wu, Chinese minister to Wash- 
ington. An informal suggestion for 
such an arrangement, it is under- 
stood, was made to Ottawa while the 
government of the former Prime Min- 
ister Mackenzie King was in power. 

The idea of a Chinese legation in 
Ottawa and a Canadian legation in 
Peiping has been in the minister's 
mind for some time. In his thinking 
the establishment of diplomatic mis- 
sions might well be the beginning of 
an increase in commerce across the 
Pacific. He pointed out that there 
were a great many Canadian pro- 
ducts that might be used in China in 
greater quantities — for example, 
wheat and newsprint. 


Gold Production Increasing 


Will Likely Take Second 
Place This Year 


The prospects are that Canada will 
this year advance into second place 
among the gold producing countries 
of the world. South Africa holds 
first place and the United States 
second. Last year the value of gold 
produced in Canada was approxi- 
mately $40,000,000. This year it is 
expected the value will be about 
$60,000,000. Almost without excep- 
tion the larger mines in Northern 
Ontario, the principal source of gold 
production in the RQominion, are ex- 
panding their output. Besides the 
straight gold producers ‘there “are 
several copper mines that add an. 
important quota of gold as a_by- 
product. Within the next year it is 
likely that Manitoba will play an 
important role in gold production.

Speeds Development Of Plants

Leaning Tower Of Pisa 

The celebrated Leaning Tower of 
Pisa is to stop its leaning. Engineers 
have found that it is increasing its 
inclinating about a fourth of an inch 
every two years, and plan to inject 
a hardening substance into the soil 
underngath it to arrest its top- 
tipping. In’ 1820 the tower leaned 
about 15% feet out of perpendicular. 
In 1910 this had increased to 16% 
feet.

Adopted By London Opticians 
The wearing of spectacles may be 
dispensed with as a result of a re- 
markable optical device, which 4s 
now being adopted for the. corres 
tion of certain forms of defective 
yision. 

The method of treatment, states 
the London Sunday Express, con- 
sists of fittiig under the eyelids 
minutely thin lenses, similar in 
shape to the shell type of artificial 
eye. . 

“The wearer can remove or teplace 
the lens before a mirror in a second 
or so. 

The new system is rapidly gaining 
favor among eye-specialists. A noted 
actress is playing nightly on the Lon- 
don stage with one eye fitted with one 
of the invisible substitutes for glass- 
es. 

The device is said to be particu- 
larly valuable to motorists and sport 
devotees, because it permits of a 
range of accurate vision at all angles, 
while the efficacy of spectacles is lim- 
ited to a direct view.
